Jhimmarys In preparation for carrying out the basic construction 
program for 1953* the Ministry of Railways has created a Basic Con- 
struction Bureau, and formed l8 units for investigating, surveying, 
and designing* Target for 1953 is the construction of 800 kilometers 
of new lines* 

The alignment for the Lan-chou- -Sinkiang line for a distance 
of 330 kilometers, from Lan-chou to Chi eh -ho, has been settled, pre- 
liminary surveys have been cade as far as Chiu-ch’uan* 

The five lines under the management of the Shanghai Raixway 
Bureau are now in first-class condition, and maintenance staffs and 
costs have been substantially reduced- 

Pursuant to the recession of the Chine se-Ch’ang-ch’un Railway 
to the Chinese People's Government, the administration of said lines 
has been assigned, as of 31 December 1952, to the newly organized 
Harbin Hallway Administration* This will henceforth be under the 
direct control of the Ministry of Railways, and will have under its 
Jurisdiction seven railway bureaus, seven trunk lines, and 11 appended 
branch lines- Lu P'ing has been appointed chief of this adminis- 
tration- He will have four deputy chiefs «/

Peiping, 19 November (Hsin-ven She) During November 1952, the Ministry 
of Railways conducted a conference to discuss plane for the Basic Construction 
Program of 1953 « The original bureaus and the Head Engineeiing Bureau have been 
enlarged, and there has been added a Basic Construction Bureau* Altogether, 18 
units for investigating, surveying, and designing, have been established for 
assignment to various projects* It is aimed, in 1953, To finish the construction 
of not less than 800 kilometers of new railways* This will. Include work on the 
Ipn-chou— oinkiang line, and 116 kilometers on the first section cf the Ch’eng- 
tu— T*ien~ehui line- 
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PROGRESS ON LAN -CHOU- -CTNKIANG RAILWAY — New York, Nua-eh ? iao Jih-pao, 2 6 Jan 53 

Houg Kong, 20 January ( Hsin-hua dispatch from Lanzhou ) — Surveying and 
planning for the Lan-cfcou — Sinkiang railway as far aa Cfciu-ch’uan, about 700 
kilometers northwest of Lon-chou, was substantially completed in November 1952:. 
The alignment for the section from Lan-chou to Chieh-ho (28 kilometers west of 
Wu-vei), a distance of 330 kilometers, is settled* The work of planning and 
the technical design of nearly 1,000 bridges, culvert a , stations, and water- 
supply installations is completed. From Chieh-ho to CMu-ch'uan* a distance of 
416 kilometers, the preliminary survey has been made* 

IMPROVEMENTS OF EAST CHINA RAILWAYS — Hong Kong, Wen-hux Jih-pao, 22 Nov 52 

Shanghai — The five, lines under the management of the Shanghai. Railway 
Bureau, namely, the Shanghai -Nanki ng, the Nanking— Wu-hu, the Chiu-chinng— 
Nan-ch'ang, the Shanghai -* angchov, and the Chekiang -Kiangsi railways are all 
now m first-class condition; the trains run faster, accidents are fewer, and 
the costs of maintenance have been reduced by about one half. All these im- 
provements are the result of study and practice on the part- of all the workers^ 
cf the advanced methods in use cn Soviet railways as communicated by the Soviet 
advisers, such as Sorokin and others. 

In the matter of railway bridges, under the expert direction of Soviet 
Adviser Gekhonov, all bridges have been put in first -class condition, so that 
now there are only two bridges on these lines where train? have to slow up be- 
fore crossing* Every bridge over 50 meters long now has a responsible worker 
on duty at all times to maintain it id perfect condition and to assure safety* 

On the Shanghai -Nanking line, the speed of / expre&r J trains has been 
raised from that of 77°6 kilometers per hour 3 yetu*s ago to 88,5 kilometers per 
hour at present. Formerly, over 8*000 men were employed for maintenance work 
on these linear now the number required is only a little over 3.v000 men, with a 
proportionate reduction of expenses,

Hong Kong* 2 January (dispatch from Harbin) — Pursuant to the transfer 
of the Chinese Ch r ang-ch*un Railway from Joint Sino-Soviet ownership and 
management to Chinese ownership and management, the Ministry of Railways of 
the Central Peopled Government, at l800 hours 31 December 1952* changed the 
name of the Ch’ang ch c un Railway Administration tc the Harbin Railway Admin- 
istration (Ha-erh-pin T’xeh-lu Kuan-li -chll ) , which will henceforth be under the 
direct control of The Minic^ry of Railways * 

Hereafter, the railway 11* e a under the management of the Harbin Railway 
Administration will include, betides those lines managed by the former Ch v ang- 
Ch* un Railway Administration, th* following lines which hitherto have been 
under cbe direct management of the Ministry of Railway* ; tbOoe operated 

by the An-tung Sub-Railvsy Lu.tcau ; together with a number cf indi vidual railway 
atations transferred over by neighboring bureaus. 

Under the Harbin Railway Bureau there will then be the following trunk 
lines s
